On arriving there the three prepared 
to go into the water. Clayton remarked 
that he used to know how to swim, but 
that it had been several years since he 
had had an opportunity to enjoy a dip 
in a pond and he didn’t know twhether

| was directed to a shallow plage on the 


opposite side of the pond from where 
they were staning. He waded in at
